home on

Green street at 9 :30 Monday forenoon 
at the hand of Joe Marcela. 22, sup­ 
posedly a member of the society, who 
evidently came to this c'ty for the ex­ 
press purpose of "getting" Mrs. M er­ 
ino. 
The deed was done w ith a sharp 


rrzor and the jaw and throat bru­ 
tally slashed with the

which the assassin wielded.

atter the attack M arcela ran from the 
vicin ity and com pletely disappeared, 
although the police were at work on 
the case w ithin a few minutes after 
the cutting. 


COUNTY TO PASS
